“ BUSIRIS, THE ANCIENT OF DAYS.” 
A Cown'rron.. 
(Recorded by A.TVED., July 22, 1882.) 
The Sensitive, under control, said :— 


There are many who doubt these things, and the revelations 
that como from tho Hast are met in a spirit of satire and ridi- 
cule. What is known of the “occult world” is but little, 
amongst men whose days are takon up in fighting the battle of 
lifo for themselves and for those coming after them. Such 
thoughts, such statements, of what the spirit of man can realise, 
is, to such matter-of-fact minds liko these, a thorough absurdi- 
ty. They do not beliovo that ansrracrion is an art; neither 
can they grasp tho power of will. Tho busy man of the world 
wills to bo rich and respected. Tis will perfectly obeys the 
spirit, and the result is obtained: but this is not the limit of 
will power; and if they havo not studied the subject, less need 
for them to hurl the charge of absurdity against the claims of 
those who have. 

I, Busiris, the Ancient, havo secon Will under every aspect, 
and I assert, that in the Hast there are, and always have been, 
thousands who Wiru abstraction; who can govern their 
thoughts, and bid them to sleep. These men are not subjected 
to the hard impulse of gaining money. I havo witnessed, and 
can witness to-day, a class of mind that reflects. ‘his class of 
mind perceives what the seekers after riches snd position 
scarcely ever perceive: that is, that man on earth is subject to 
superior forces, which act entirely independent of his will. I 
have witnessed the first dawning of light amongst men, and I 
have seen my fellow-creatures speaking in prayer to the Sun 
that governs tho day, and to tho lesser light that governs the 
earth from nizht until morning. I have myself, in spirit-life, 
seen men destitute of civilized resources, suffering all the in- 
conveniences of an ill-condiiioned earth-life, and I have seen 
the gradual unfolding of man’s immortal capacity. I have 
witnessed, from a state of savage barbarism, the establishment 
of a methodical hierarchy and graduating ranks, being the first 
formation of man into societies. 

In that Land which lies to-day under tho bann and disploa 
sure of this empire ; in that land which gave me birth, I havo 
seon society formed from comparative barbarism. In that land 
which God fertilises almost without labour; that land whose 
faci:ities for commerce raised it to power, and made it to be 
respected as a nation; that land where man first distinctly 
realised his dual nature ; that land over which tears are shed ; 
that land now governed—I should not say governed, but 
threatened—by a 1awless rebel and a rebellious soldicry,—I 
havo seen, in the midst of its prosperity, the whole land to bo 
given over to gross idolatry, men worshipping innumerablo 
physical formations, and calling them Gods. 

You cannot conceive men in such a condition. Cunning and 
deceit guided their counsels, and darkness and horror was the 
result of their teaching ; the hosts of the spirit-world witnessed 
their fellows on carth worshipping the fish of the river, tho 
animal of the land,—cntering to the fullest extent into tho la- 
byrynth of absurdity and idolatry. 

It was from this unhappy land that the whole of Ethiopia 
was initiated into the worshipping of animals, fish, pebbles and 
bits of wood. It was from this, the most ancient of lands, that | 
the worship of idols sprang, and was given to all tho races of 
men on earth. Although this is still opon as an argument 

mongst savants, Egypt, without doubt, stands forward as the 
a of Nations. Special races have accepted their portion 
in the worshipping of idols; but the worship itself, and also 
the first dawning of immortality, took its rise from the childron 
of carly Egypt, and even to-day somo of this teaching is still 
apparent. 
To-day your maidens wear, by way of ornament, the Cross ; 
0-day the same symbol is revered, nay, nearly worshipped ; 
this portion of idolatrous bolicf is spread nearly through 
world ;—and the cross had its origin in Egypt, thou- 
i of years before it gathered around it a priesthood. 
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In Egypt's carlior days it was the cross of Scrapis, signifying: 
a spiri, or another world. It was thon considered an omblem 
of immortality, after the spirits resusc'tation. This has now 
Docomo a typo of sufferings; it was a modo of suffering popular 
amongst magnatas of a then decaying republic. It was their 
modo of punishment, tho suno as gibbeting by the gallows, 
is now, which bevame tho altcrod mode, and which still bears 
its victims. 

I have witnessed the dawning of this dual naturo, when men 
first awoko to tho necossity of living for something better. It 
was, when God had opened their understandings ; when they 
could look around on the work of Wis hands without fear or 
trombling. 

1 havo witnessed the advent of great leaders, those giants 
amidst men, who have helped their fellows to understand that 
thero was a new heavon for tho sonl, and another world for it. 
At first, men turned away from these astrological and philoso- 
phical leaders, but by and byo accepted them as their civil and 
religions logislators; and the effect of this was the deercase of 
Tawlossness, und order and absence of selfishness began to 
mako the Mother of Nations respected amongst men. 

Man’s mind then became opened to the study of the heavens, 
Man began to dwell on the fact that throughout nature there 
was no waste ; that nothing was destroyed; that annihilation 
was an impossibility ; that lifo and death wero bat terms with- 
out meaning; that matter, like spirit, was co-cternal, and 
hence arose the system of Pantheism, or a God in the Universe; 
and then the “ Gruar I Am” answered from the heavens, and 
spoke by Mis servants to Iis children still in the form; and 
those who recived more communications than any other race, 
were the ancient people whose Head* and Chief lately visited 
the capital of this empire: that country which, like Egypt, is 
shorn — all its glory given over to tyranny and despotism. 
Yet although I knew them asa mighty people, they are now 
servile, and far behind in the race of civilization. But I knew 
them in the height of their power and their glory—J mean 
these worshippers of spirit under the symbol of Fire—I have 
stood in spirit with many others before them during their wor- 
shipping, and they denominated us, their visitors, as parts of 
God. They knew that before them were standing immortal 
forms, in an immortality enduring through eternity. 

Then arose the great philosophers of ancient times; then 
these communications brought to the earth a nearer idea of the 
Supreme Ruler, and, in their awakened energy of mind, they 
gave to the world a ruler, and to the heavens a Creator. And 
they gathered together tho sayings of these visitors, which they 
named the “ Logos.” I have noticed this upward gradation of 
mind. I have witnessed men’s progress, and each revolving era 
has made my soul more thankful. 

Yes ; that River which will riso as it has risen for thousands 
of years, has witnessed the dawning of immortality in men’s 
minds which has given its fiat to all men, and has counselled 
tho men of all other nations—sometimes with bad counsels, 
but sometimes with counsels that will never perisb. 

Remember that the founder of a sect, which threngh every 
succeeding century has lost its bravest and best through fana- 
tical persecution; remember that the leader, the chic! founder 
of this sect, received his education (I mean Moses) at the court 
of the Pharaoh’s, mixing with Egypt's best and most prominent 
minds. Ile that proclaimed God tu be AU, that He had been 
from the beginning; he who tanght not the plurality of Gods, 
for ho was raised up that he might destroy such teaching; and 
when he passed away, God declared through him, and others of 
his spiritual servants, that he would never again leave the 
earth without a witness for Himself. 

God raised up Zoroaster to succeed in a different sphere 
to the founder of the Unity of the Godhead, and he, as well as 
the others, bore his part on earth bravely. 

Then arose one whose namo is still revered, and who, also, 
spread abroad the knowledge of the Ono Truo God, and who, 
in his primal teaching, denied that which is so generally 
accepted to-day—a Trinity in Unity. 

I witucssed the dawning of Christianity, and the first serious 
attack against what was known amongst nations as the One 
Living God. Tho rising of ono who represented the Sun in 
his name, Chrissen; who called himself tho Sun, because ho 
came to give light; one who could look with a clear and uu- 
daunted eye into tho future; who could seo the more rapid ad- 
vances of a more civilized people, and, therofore, with clear 

perspicacity, could foresee tho destruction of the people of the 
One God. Ho camo as the others had come before him. 


Here I asked about whom he was talking ? 
And he said : — 


I am talking of Chrissen, not Christna, a Cabalistic name for 
the sun. Tho meaning of Chris is “ conservative,” and, as you 
are well aware, conservativo means—One who preserves. 
Ciaos and anarchy reigned during bis advent on earth, but 


| since his establishment of tho doctrine of man’s superiority 


over all things; sinco his teaching of man’s ‘equality, and of 
his eternal progression, and of his powor, only equalled by the 


Immortal One ;—since thon, tho world has gradually unfolded,

towards boautifalperfoction. f 

It may bo asked—Whero tho necessity of this control? It 
may bo asked—Why refor to events that happened thousands 
of yoars ago? And T answer: It is because those who do not 
beliove may be mado to believe, Tt is to prove that man had 
tho hopo of immortality thousands of years beforo the Christian 
Era. Jt jeto prove that man’s idea of right and wrong was 
gathered, oven then, from our world; but men have presanip- 
tiously asserted that God las spoken to them, and that this 
constituted their authority to become tho leaders amongst men. 
Vhia is mero assur ption ; jb ia wo of this side that have spoken 
to men, even as yon, Mr. Recorder, in tarn, will speak to men 
who will follow after you; and you will bid men to exercise 
that which these assunmptivo rulers fear, nnd which they would 
forbid men to cxercise,—their reason. 

God's justice is reasonablo 5 so is His mercy reasonable; His 
love is reasonable, heso priestly rulors say, Phat Iis judg- 
ments aro mysterions;” bnt this is not true, There cannot be 
capricious justico with Him, who is all perfect; whose fiats are 
measured ont to a hair's broadth. 

Woo to him that is spreading desolation and carnage 
throughout that ancient land. Woe to him that defileth the 
gravo with tho blood of his victims. Ilo professes to follow 
one who, as a teacher amongst men, in his day, was without a 
pecr; but his roli zion is now scliish fanaticism, and he, Arabi 
Pasha, stands ont amongst the, most prominent miscreants of 
this day; with specious lios trading on the credulity of his ig- 
noraut followers. 

I havo witnessed in spirit-life the advent of this your ompire, 
and I have been serving tho Angel of this Dispensation.* This 
age that shall overrule all contradictory croeds, and that shall 

join in the universal bond of brothorhood, Christians, Mahom- 
medans, Buddhists, Hindoos, and, in fact, all the races on 
earth. This change, which is without any prescriptive spirit, 
all aro welcome to believe; all aro invited, all are pressed into 
the servico, that are believers to-day. This change is to restoro 
unity; this change has areal object, the direction of man’s 
will, and to entreat man’s consideration for a brief hour out of 
every twenty-four, of the world to which he is surely hastening ; 
to draw man’s attention to this change, which will enable man 
to think, to reason, and to judge, and which is tho only way 
to establish unity of opinion amongst all men, 

First, then, Mr. Recorder, we teach a certainty that can be 
reasoned on—one that can be proved with easy trial; and wo 
teach, above all things, ihat overy professing phenomenon from 
our side can be put to the bar of Reason, and that whatever 
cannot be brought to the bar of Reason is to be rejected. Men 
may think that you are bringing a world of fantastic beings to 
invade a world of reality; but let them think so, the end will 
prove all things. They may beliove, with a blind fatality, that 
the end ia the grave; but you who have this certainty in your 
soul, you that are called on to give sympathetic doctrines to 
your fellows, you that are called on to proclaim the truth, you 
that are bidden to shout to men God’s justice to all; men may 
turn away from you, and from your teachings now, and may 
endeavour to forget you and your labours, but there are many 
whom you have richly compensated, for you have offered to the 
poor a last and inviolable home. 

You have expounded to many the science of life, which is 
immortal, and in doing this you are preparing yoursclf for the 
day when your wealth will be uscless; freeing your soul from 
the government of unconscious passions; raising your soul 
above life's little interests. You are wise, for by-and-bye of 
what avail will be life’s busy moods and passions, unless they 
have left ‘ footprints on the sands of time.” Life—active life 
—is still yours: the life of a thinking spirit; may that spirit, 
even to the body's end, be actively employed in promoting hap- 
piness, and raising future hopes amongst your fellow-men; s0 
shall you deserve their blessings here on earth, and (tod’s 
approval in your future home. 

The most sincere, O Egypt, amongst thy mourners, thy spiri- 
tual mourners, is thy child, Busiris the Ancient of Days. I 
have blessed your monuments, those grim records of the far 
past ; I have admired tho love that actuated your countryman, 
Sir, to bring that relic* of Egypt's greatness, and place it on 
Ay beantifal boulevard that you have wrested from the River 
side. 

Again I see Mahommedan fanaticism destroying thy cities 
and murdering advanced minds, who, whilst governing, were 
jealous of their country’s honour. I havo witnessed Egypt 
becoming the public highway of nations, but now Arabi Pasha, 
w rebel chiet, las made thee the scorn of nations ; but as surely 
as justice followed wrong amongst thy Mahommedan comrades 
of India, so, as surely, will stern retributive justice follow thy 
wrongs; and thou wilt surely bo made to weep in sackcloth 
and ashes for the blood that thou hast shed. Like tho blood of 
the first murdered one on carth amidst men, it cries aloud to 
God for justice. Bowaro of that day, rebel Pasha. Beware of 
that day, you Cosmopolitan followers, who, having no national- 
‘ity of your own, are playing a traitor’s part wherever your 
traitorous swords arc needed.

Ultimately she foll 
ill, and was treated by various healors and nursed liko a sister 
by several families of Spiritualists; and after a whilo loft 
London without having exorcised any professional functions 
in this country. We wish all tho proteges of the “Banner” 
had behaved so well in our midst. 

Of course the sox of the gentloman named proclnded him 
from falling a victim to tho professional malpractice indicated. 

It is for Spiritualists every whero, particulurly journalista, to 
take upon themselves tho responsibility of mediumistic mis- 
adventures. All public and mercenary mediumship is gross 
abuse; but tho mediums who practico it aro not so blamo- 
worthy as thogo who profess to direct the Movement, but in 
effect misdirect it. Of course when we soo tho most astound- 
ing falsehoods unblushingly propagated to uphold the traffic in 
mediumship, and all truo and independent spiritual workers 
wickedly libelled, we at once know that truth, right, or 
spiritual principle, is no part of tho possossion of such a 
system of knavery.

CONDITIONS FOR THE SPIRIT-CIRCLE.

RULES AND 


ArMospurnio CoNDITIONS.—The phenomena cannot be successfully elicited 
tm very warm, sultry wenther, in extreme cold, when thunder and !ightning and 
maguetic disturbances prevail, when the atmosphere is very molst, or when therd 
is much rain, or storms of wind. A warm, dry atmosphere is beat, as it presente 
the mean between all extremes, and agrees with the herimontous atate of man's 
organism which is proper for the manifestation of spiritual phenomena, A 
subdued light or darkness looreases the power and facilitates control, 

Looat Conpitioxs.—The room in which a circle is held for development or 
Investigation should be set apart for that purpose, Ib ehould be comfortably 
warmed and ventilated, but draughts or currents of alr should be avolded. Those 
persons composing the circle should meet in the room about an hour before the 
oxperiments commence; the same sitters should attend each time, and occupy the 
bamo places. This maintains the peculiar magnetic conditions necessary to the 
production of the phenomena. A developing cirele exhausta power, or uses it up. 

Px ysioLoa@icaL OONDITIONS.—Theo phenomena are produced by a vital force 
ematiating from the sitters, which the spirits use as e connecting link between 

themselves and objects. Certain temperaments give off this power; others emit 
an opposite influence. Lf the circle is composed of persons with suitable tempera- 
tents,’ manifestations will take place readily; if the contrary he the case, much 
Perseverance will be necessary to produce results, If both kinds of temperament 
are present, they require to be arranged go as to produce harmony in the psychical 
atmosphere evolved from them. The physical manifestations especially depend 
upon temperament. If a circle does not succeed, changes should be made in the 
Sitters tili the proper conditions are supplied. 

MENTAL Conprvtoxa.,—All forms of mentol excitement are detrimental \o 
@uecess. Those with strong and opposite opinions should not sit together; 
opinionated, dogmatic, and positive people are better out of the circle and room, 
Purties between whom there are feelings of envy, hate, contempt, or other 
inharmonions sentiment should not sit at the same circle. The vicious and crude 
should be excluded from all such experiments. The minds of the sittera should 

be ina passive rather than an active state, possessed by the love of truth and of 
mankind. One harmonious and fully.developed individual is invaluable in the 
formation of a circle, 


Tug Cracir should consist of from three to ten persons of both sexes, and 
sit round an oval, oblong, or square table. Cane-bottomed chairs or those with 
wooden seats are preferable to stuffed chairs. Mediums and sensatives shoulst 
never sit on stuffed chairs, cushions, or sofas used by other persons, as t's 
influences which accumulate in the cushions often affect the mediums unpleasant; *. 
The active and quiet, the fairand dark, the rud‘ly and pale, male and femais, 
should be seated alternately. If there is a medium present, he or she shout 
oecupy the cnd of the table with the back tothe north. A mellow mediumiste 
person should be placed on each side of the medium, and thoaa most posit'rs 
should be at the opposite corners. No person should be placed behind the 
medium. A circle may represent a horseshoe magnet, with the medium placed 
between the poles. 


CONDUCT AT THE CIRCLE.—The aitterg should place their hands on the table, 
and endeavour to make each other feel easy and comfortable. Agreeable con- 
versation, singing, reading, or invocation may be enziged in—anything that wi'l 
tend to harmonise the minds of those present, and unite them in one purpose, .3 
in order. By engaging in such exercises the circle may be male very profitable 
apart from the manifestations, Bitters should not desire anything in particular, 
but unite in being pleased to receive that which is best forall. The director of 
the circle should at opposite the medium, and ee all questiong to the spirit, and 
keep order. A recorder ehould take notes of the conditions and proceedings. 
Manifestations may take place in a few minutes, or the circle may sit many times 
before any result occurs. Under these circumstances it is well to change the 
positions of the sitters, or introduce new elements, till success is achieved. ® When 
the table begins to tilt, or when raps occur, do not be too impatient to get answers 
to questions. When the table can answer questions by giving three tips or rips 
for “ Yes,” and one for “ No,” it may assist in placing the sitters properly, The 
spirits or intelligences which produce the phenomena should be treated with the 
same courtesy ana consideration as you would desire for yourselves if you wera 
Introduced into the company of strangers for their personal benefit, At the same 
time, the sitters should not on any account allow their judement to be warped cr 
their gond sense imposed upon by spirits, whatever their professions may be. 
Beason with tham kindiw femly, and sansi lometely f 

ÉNTERCOURSE WITH SPIRITS is carried on by varlous meang, The simplest is 
three tips of the table or raps for “ Yes,” and one for “No.” By this means the 
spirits can answer in the affirmative or negative. By calling over the alphabet 
the spirits will rap at the proper letters to constitute a message. Sometimes the 
hand of a sitter is shaken, then a pencil should be placed in the hand, when the 
spirits may write by it automatically. Other sitters may become entranced, and 
the spirits use tho vocal organs of such mediums to speak, The spirits 
sometimes impress mediums, while others are clairvoyant, and see the spirits, 
and messages from them written in luminous letters in the atmosphere. Somes 
times the table and other objects are lifted, moved from place to place, and even 
throngh closed doors. Patiently and kindly seek for tests of identity from loved 
ones in the spirit-world, and exercise caution respecting spirits who make extrava- 
gant pretensions of any kind.

The regular sittere, five in nuraber, gat close 
together around the Cabinet; a vacant space between the 
gentlemen at the end and the wail being cfiectually blocked 
by an harmonium, which was placed open with the keys facing 
the corner of the curtains, thus making egress and ingress to 
ana from the inside of the circle impossible. A lady friend 
and myself sat ontside. In ashort time an arm aud hand were 


| shown, followed by a face pecring through an opening, A few 


moments after the curtains were drawn agide, and a very tall 
form fully exposed from head to foot, stood gazing at us, this 
in turn being succeeded by the appearance of the danglter of 
our host (Mr. Pine), who stood at the corner ucarest her 
mother, with a beantiful light in her bosom. A short time 
after this friend had withdrawn, the curtains were again pulled 
back to enablo us to view the entire form of a child. The 
harmonium was then played for two or three seconds, tho 
hands being distinctly scen to touch the keys, yet here was a 
problem which I cannot explain. To induce the sound, wind 
war necessary, and although T watched narrowly the pedals of 
the instrament, I could neither detect any motion on their 
part, or sce anything touching them. The light in the room 
was quite suflicient to enable me to notice any movement, 
The small lamp was then put outside the door and we sat in 
darkness. Two bells were rung alternately and together, 
both inside and cutside the curtains, and also in and outside 
the circle. The harmoninm wag again played, and this phase 
of the phenomena continued fur the space of quite twenty 
minutes, the unseen performer accompanying the hymns we 
were singing as well as leading off other tunes with great 
power. All the timo too, lights were seen distinctly, some- 
imes two and three together, and with one I was especially 
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struck from ita sizo In a litle timo my fuco was gently 
stroked, my neck touched, and my hair slightly pulled, whilo 
tho lady sitting next mo was also touched with n spirit hund. 
Our host, whe had placed a Hower in the Iutton-hole of his 
wuisteoat, said early in Cho ovening that ho felt someono take 
it away, and fowards the close, iny cheek was ngain patted, 
and a sleeve, Which appeared to bo covered with lace, drawn 
across my face, my arm was then struck lightly, and on 
raising my bend, the said tower was placed in it in suelh a 
manner, that I could foel that of the giver, which wus entirely 
different from cither of tho mediums in every way. Tt was 
utterly impossible for cither of these, had they been so inclined, 
to have got in and outside the circle without detection, nnd 
even had they dono so, it was equally as impossible to diwe 
produced the varied phenomena, In ono moment bells would 
ring over our heads, and touches would bo felt, proving tho 
spirits to bo insido, while boforo ono could count ten, blows 
would be beard at the door the other end of the room, the belly 
wero rung there, and touches lolt behind, all this going on with 
music playing and lights appearing. “The spirit who came 
out last, immediately boloro tho seanco ended, took up its 
€rapery in front and shook it so violently as to produce it wind 
in our faces. Somo few weeks ago, tho hurmoniun was fast 
closed, but it was played in spite of this just as usual, Sach 
results as these are pleasing, and should be tho sourco of mitch 
praiso to the * Giver of all good,” I may add that the mediums 
are not professional, R. S5.

l I would feign hope this (perhaps solf-doceptivo) socrship muy 
not be overlooked; and if all Invostigators in this connection 


would honestly publish thoir experiences, I think it would bo 
found that seorship is a very raro gilt indeed. 

My tirst “ seor ” to whom I disclosed my namo, antecedents, 
ote. (for my object was not to tost the power of the faculty 
claimed, but simply to elicit somo proof or extra proof of the 
identity of a certain spirit), gave me tho following information 
and advice, which is of course condensed :—Description of 
wile-—“ Above middlo stature, dark hair, oval face, rather 
ruddy, pensivo and reserved, pretty oyes and rather dreamy.” 
Tho abovo is wrong in overy single particular, including the 
pretty dreamy oyes, “ Very fond of her children” ; a tolerably 
safo assertion, ‘ Your mind is naturally positive, ete.”; I had 
said I was a freo-thinker, * You aro about having somo great 
manifestation about Sth or 6th of May, and will be open to 
some attack of cold or nervous atlection, etc.” Nothing of 
tho sort oceurrod. *“ Your eldest daughter will havo a grand 
interview with her mothor towards last of April”; untrue.” 
“You will procure for yourself somo great advantago 
tho first weck in May”; untrue. “Something pending, and 
which you have been expecting, will bo consummated first 
week in May”; nothing was pending or anticipated. ‘ About 
thirty years ago you passed through some crisis bearing a 
likeness to tho one you are about passing ” ; I know of nothing 
then or now. ‘ You had some special bonotit twelvo months 
ago”; untrue. 

In writing to my second “ seer” my object was merely to 
test his power, and I gavo him, therefore, no further informa- 
tion than name and address :—* There seems around you a 
zone of influences in which there is not much order, etc; they 
are not detrimental to you . . . far otherwise . . . 
they gave you influence to accumulate monoy . . . an 
occultist would tell you that you are surroundod with a fertilo 
aura which has enabled you to bo successtul, and if this sphere 
could bo influenced by the higher life you would bo u remark- 
able and advanced Spiritualist . . .

You have a coldness and torpidity in your feet and legs, oto., 
etc., don’t let it travel upwards, ete. , . . there is im- 
provement in tho region of tho chest . . . this annoyed 
you at onetime . . . your bouso contains a room devoted 
to spirit communion.” Tho whole of this is hopelessly wrong ; 
the threatened law-suit or whatever ho moans has no founda- 
tion; the coldness and torpidity aro equally basoless; liko- 
Wise tho chest ailection, for though of delicate physique, I 
gratefully acknowledge that during the whole of my lifo I 
have been singularly treo from aches and pains. With respoct 
to the auriferous zone, this “seer” has fallen into tho mistake 
of supposing that because I write from Bristol I am probably 
a wealthy morchant, tho facts being that since loaving ono of 
the professions eighteen yoars ago, I have beon living on tho 

interest of a fow thousand pounds, which income might bo 
counted on the fingors of ono hand, and that without exhaust- 
ing them. “hen touching my solicitude for tho * concerns of 
lito,” never havo 1 asked a singlo question on such 

tters. On one occasion my wito did toll mo of tho 
vaching death of her father, ane tho prediction was ful- 
ut to the letter, but I had not sought tho information. That
